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EDITORIAL 

In  recent  years  a  sentiment  has  been  taking 
form  among  the  members  of  the  Architectural 
profession  that  there  should  be  a  closer  bond  of 
fellowship,  a  stronger  unity,  which  would  de- 
velop a  system  of  mutual  co-operation  and 
action  among  the  men  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  Architecture  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

In  accordance  with  this  feeling,  the  Archi- 
tectural Clubs  of  Portland  and  San  Francisco 
have  been  endeavoring  to  bring  about  some 
harmonizing  influence  to  draw  together  the 
efforts  being  made  by  the  various  Architec- 
tural Clubs  and  other  similar  bodies,  in  the 
conducting  of  classes  of  instruction  and  other 
educational  endeavors. 

To  Mr.  E.  F.  Lawrence  of  Portland,  Oregon, 
must  go  the  credit  for  bringing  this  to  a 
successful  issue,  and  the  subsequent  formation 
of  the  Architectural  League  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  in  March,  1909. 

To  put  at  rest  certain  opinions  regarding  the 
intentions  of  this  organization,  we  quote  from 
the  constitution : 

"Its  purpose  is  to  promote  educational  in- 
terests for  the  young  men ;  to  hold  an  Annual 
Exhibition  in  each  of  the  main  cities  of  the 
Pacific  Coast,  and  an  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Architects  from  cities  west  of  Denver." 


It  is  not  a  secession  movement  in  any  sense, 
as  it  is  in  harmony  with  the  ideals  of  the 
national  bodies  —  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  and  the  Architectural  League  of 
America. 

This,  the  First  Annual  Exhibition  of  the 
Coast  League,  held  under  the  direction  of  the 
San  Francisco  Architectural  Club,  will  see  the 
carrying  out  of  one  of  the  purposes  of  this 
organization. 

An  exhibit  of  architectural  effort  on  such  a 
high  plane  advances  the  scope  and  refinement 
of  professional  work  and  developes  the  educa- 
tion of  its  votaries. 

As  a  local  influence  it  improves  the  taste  and 
knowledge  of  architecture  among  the  people 
and  aids  in  the  development  of  civic  beauty 
along  practical  lines. 

In  offering  this  exhibition  of  current  Amer- 
ican architecture  and  the  allied  arts  for  the 
consideration  of  the  public,  we  earnestly  hope 
and  believe  that  it  will  promote  a  more  general 
and  widespread  interest  in  the  arts  of  archi- 
tecture, painting  and  sculpture. 
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THE   DEVELOPMENT   OF   PACIFIC 
COAST  ARCHITECTURE 

Architecture  on  the  Pacific  Coast  is  likely  always  to  be 
rather  sharply  distinguished  from  similar  work  east  of  the 
Sierras.  Widely  as  the  designs  of  Los  Angeles,  San  Fran- 
cisco, Portland,  and  Seattle  differ  among  themselves,  they 
all  tend  to  show  a  common  amenity  which  is  in  accord  with 
the  generally  kinder  conditions  than  obtain  elsewhere. 

Of  the  various  strains  of  foreign  blood  which  might 
have  been  expected  to  make  their  influence  felt  in  Pacific 
Slope  work,  none  has  been  particularly  significant  except 
that  of  the  Spanish  Missions,  and  even  this  in  a  compara- 
tively slight  degree.  The  "Mission  Style,"  as  it  is  called, 
is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  meaningless  term  so  far  as 
accuracy  is  concerned.  The  buildings  which  are  designated 
as  "Mission"  are,  in  conception  and  feeling,  at  the  opposite 
pole  from  the  genuine  and  really  beautiful  works  of  the 
Mission  Fathers  themselves.  The  tradition,  however, 
which  tends  more  and  more  to  establish  itself  in  Pacific 
Slope  architecture,  has  been  doubtless  in  indirect  ways  very 
strongly  influenced  by  the  old  Mission  work,  based  as  this 
was  upon  the  large  principles  of  the  Classic  and  Renaissance 
architecture  of  old  Spain,  which  in  its  turn  was  derived  from 
the  great  Roman  work.  Of  late  years  the  Classic  tendency, 
and  in  that  general  term  I  of  course  include  Renaissance 
architecture,  has  been  very  generally  adopted  everywhere 
as  being  in  closer  accord  with  the  practical  and  social  re- 
quirements of  modern  civilization,  as  well  as  because  of  rich 
associations  both  American  and  European,  which  have  clus- 
tered about  these  types  of  work. 

As  in  Europe,  so  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  we  see  in  the 
South  low-pitched  roofs,  broad  wall  surfaces,  comparatively 
small  openings;  in  the  North,  steep  roofs,  comparatively 
small   wall  surfaces,   and  large  openings.      But  whether  of 


North  or  South,  most  of  the  serious  later  architecture  of 
this  Coast  is,  broadly  speaking,  Classic  in  its  essential  ele- 
ments. 

The  recent  establishment,  in  the  University  of  California, 
of  a  well-organized  department  of  architecture,  which  has 
already  met  with  gratifying  success,  will  undoubtedly  prove 
a  potent  factor  in  the  same  general  direction.  The  indi- 
vidualism which  is  so  notable  a  feature  in  the  social  life 
here  is  a  sufficient  safeguard  against  any  attempt,  intentional 
or  unconscious,  to  stereotype  our  architecture.  The  danger 
is  rather  in  the  other  direction;  that  is  to  say,  toward 
extravagant  and  whimsical  design.  The  obvious  and  neces- 
sary influence  of  the  University  school  of  architecture  must 
therefore  be  exerted  in  the  direction  of  established  form. 

Another  very  powerful  ally  of  good  design  is  the  archi- 
tectural exhibition.  Such  collections  of  drawings  as  are 
shown  in  the  present  display  are  not  only  immensely  inter- 
esting but  are  especially  valuable  in  bringing  together  on 
friendly  walls  and  setting  side  by  side  within  small  space  a 
great  number  of  efforts  by  many  designers,  thus  enabling 
an  architect  to  estimate  the  comparative  beauty  of  his  own 
and  others'  work  in  a  way  to  be  helpful  in  future  essays. 

Hardly  less  important  than  the  value  to  the  architects 
themselves  is  the  interest  which  such  exhibitions  should 
arouse  in  the  general  public. 

While  architectural  drawings  are  mere  instruments  of 
service,  and  while  the  real  architectural  exhibition  is  made 
up  of  the  buildings  themselves,  nevertheless  it  is  rarely  pos- 
sible to  compare  work  in  actual  execution  so  vividly  as  by 
drawings,  especially  when  it  is  a  question  of  thousands  of 
miles'  distance  between  one  exhibit  and  another. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  exhibitions  as  the  Pacific  Coast 
Architectural  League  has  inaugurated  will  be  held  annually, 
and  in  as  many  of  the  more  important  cities  as  possible.
